Inthe Rue Montpensier she saw 
Begheim and even exchanged a few words 
with him, but felt no alarm, though after- 
ward she remembered having been asked 
several suspicious ogee about who was 
to beinthe shop that afternoon. Shortly 
after, it is supposed, Cesarine opened the 
street door for some reason, an 
and Blin, who were 
their opportunity. 
closed the door . 
They followed Cesarine through an outer 
room used as a kitchen into a small parlor, 
where, at the foot of a winding staircase 
leading to the first door, they smothered and 
strangled their helpless victim with a leather 
belt worn by one of them. heim and 
Blin accuse each other of performing the 
actual strangulation. Each doggedly de- 
clares that he only held the woman while 
the other murdered her. This delicate point 
ue “ slender importance.

In fi ey acknowledge that as a precat- 
tion they did not stir until nightfall promised 
them immunity. At midnight they stole out 
silently into the gloomy and infamous Rue 
Montpensier, which is at that hour monopo- 
lized by pickpockets and women of the worst 
character, whom the police, for mysterious 
reasons, never seem to molest. They passed 
the Cafe Carrazza, almO0st next door 
to where a group of diners 
were noisily celebrating Pentecost, 
and, reaching the Northern station, they 
took the train for Brussels at3a.m., arrtvy- 
ing at their destination unmolested. On the 
way, as chance or proviconts would have it, 
they met a friend of Begheim’s, employed in 
a Brussels dry goods store, whe had formerly 
known him in his native town, res, 
familiar to all readers of Ouida’s novels,

THE STORM STILLS. 


A Schdoner Capsized on Lake 
Michigan and Several Persons 
Drowned.

Cold and Rain Elsewhere—Damage to the 
Corn—Fall in the Thermometer—Weathet 
Topics. 


CHICAGO, May 21.—A storm of extragr- 
dinary violence prevailed on Lake Michigtn 
last night. A number of sailing vessels 
bound for this port were wrecked, but the 
extent Of the disasters is only yet partially 
known. The chief disaster thus far report- 
ed is that of the two-masted schooner Jennie 
Lynn, lumber laden, from Muskegon, which 
made the harbor south of the city during 
the night, casting two anchors. Everything 
was made clear above decks, but the wind 
coming froin the northeast drove her toward 
shore, her cable parted, and, becoming un- 
manageable, she was capsized while pear at 
land, about five o'clock this morning. The 
mate, Exel Sample, swam for the shore and 
was rescued, John Anderson, captain: L. 


Peterson, A. Helgeson, and a man named 
Christianson, sailors, were drowned. The 
schooner Mary Ellen Cook, Capt. Williams, 
early this morning bore down on the outer 
government breakwater, the light having 
either been extinguished by the storm or 
through inability of the light-house keeper 
tu light it, being placed in an exceptionally 
exposed place. ‘The vessel was driven 
against the breakwater and afterward car- 
ried by the waves completely over the 
structure into the innerjharbor, where she 
was soon water-logged. A tug succeeded in 
rescuing the crew with the exception of a 
young boy named Frank Miller, who, in the 
excitement, threw himself overboard and 
was drowned. 

The schooner Henry Berger, ]umberla- 
den, from Ludington was also driven against

A FOREST FIRE, 


Extensive Conflagration in Vermont— 
Six Miles of Track Burned, 

MONTPELIER, VT., May 21.—At Grafton 
Pond, twenty-three miles from here, on’ 
the line of the Montpelier and Wells 
River, last Saturday afternoon,’ there 
was the most destructive forest fire ever 
known in Vermont. It originated by 
the burning of a brush about noon, and, 
the wind blowing a gale, first burned 
the depot, water-house, and four hundred 
cords of wood of the Montpelier and Wells 
River Railroad at Grafton Pond. It then swept 
away the mill property, consisting of a large 
steam-mill with several thousand dollars’ 
worth of machinery, one large and several 
small tenement houses occupied by twenty 
families, a store, over 200,000 feet of dressed 
lumber, 400 cords of bark, several barrels, 58 
ox-sleds, 3 carloads of hay, 23 freight-cars of 
live stock, and nearly all the personal prop- 
erty of families. The men, women and chil- 
dren are taking refuge on a_ pond 
in boats and on _ “rafts. The mill 
property was owned by Alvah T. Baldwin 
of Wells River. Baldwin’s loss is estimated 
at overa hundred thousand; small insur- 
ance. 

FAMILIES ARE RENDERED DESTITUTE, 
some fifteen men, women and children com- 
ing here late Saturday night. After burning 
the mill propertyh, te fire passed along the 
line of the railroad three miles to Peabody 
station, burning the depot and all the build- 
ings there. The entirejterritory on both sides 
of the track, for about six miles, was a perfect 
waste. The timber, buildings and every- 
thing is burned, and the track destroyed so 
that trains are delayed twelve hours. The 
track has been relaid and _ travel 
will be uninterrupted. The loss to 
the railroad is estimated at over $25,000. A 
gang of men sawing wood for the railroad, 
and livingin cars at Grafton Pond Station 
barely escaped with their lives. John Morse 
was seriously burned. It is not known 
whether any perished in the woods or not. 
Several narrow escapes are reported. Baid- 
wip, proprietor of the mills, was forced to 
take refuge in a brook running under the 
railroad and keep immersed for some time. 

ANOTHER FIRE. 
Dover, N. H., May 21.—The extensive 
fire in Hale’s Woods, Barrington, is now 
under control; loss, $20,000. Several woods 
in this vicinity, near the railroads, took fire 
Within the past few days, destroying much 
timber.

Experts Dec'are We Can—The Damage It 
Might Inflict—Tornado Lore—Interviews 
with Prof. Nipher, C. Shaler Smith and Ser- 
geant Weber. 


Tornadoes are very generally discussed at 
present, and everybody has more or less sci- 
entific knowledge about them. On the streets, 
in the horse-cars, in the hotels, nothing but 
cyclones, tornadoes and the wind 
generally, are receiving any notice. 
Among the common errors, which are re- 
peated so often that many people begin to 
believe them, is that large cities generally, 
and St.° Louis particularly, are free from 
the terrible visitations which destroyed 
so emuch life and property in 
various parts of the country. 
This latter belief is quite general, just as 
was the one that the lake regions were never 
visited, an assumption which was pretty 
well knocked out of sight by the tornadoes 
which havé taken possession of Wisconsin 
and other portions of the country during 
the last week. Conversations which a 
Post-Dispatcu reporter had to-day with 
several gentlemen well versed in te subject, — 
satistied him that there is no immunity from 
these scourges, that there is very little mys- 
tery about a tornado, that the conditions 
which produce it are common enough, and 
that when they all occur atthe same mo- 
ment, the spot where they manifest theim- 
selves will gat once be visited by a tornado 
of more or less magnitude according to sur- 
rounding circumstances, They are to be 
looked for 

IN ENTREMELY HOT WEATHER, 
never during a cold spell. In a vast number 
of oueerveprons collected by the Chief Office 
of the USS. Signal Service at Washineton, 
rain and hail preceded them from ten to 
thirty minutes, nearly always attended by a 
south wind. Therain is usually tight and 
in large drops. Hail seldom followed the 
passage of the storm, and when it did, it was 
light, and covered a much larger 
area than did the tornado. 


Another singular fact is that lightning rare- 


ly, if ever, accompanies the cone, or funnel, 
alchough it may be seen at the same time at 
the edges of the: horizon. The whole de- 
struction is due to the force of the wind 
alone, which is something terrific. <A _ tor- 
nado is so called from the rotary motion 
which it has, and by which the damage is 
done, It is simply a vast cone 
of whirling wind,- with the apex 
close to the ground, moving along with the 
velocity of the wind at the time it occurs, 
but the rotary velocity being sometimes fitty 
times as greatas that at which] the funnel 
moves over the greund. 

PROF. F. E, NIPHER 

was found in his study in Washington Uni- 
versity, seated before 4 map, on which he 
was tracing with red ink the places which 
had been visited by the last storm. 

*‘Many people have an idea,” said the pro- 
fessor, “thatall this damage is caused by 
one tornado. That isnot so. The time of 
the occurrence of these storms has in most 
cases been reported very inaccurately, and in 
some notatail. The time is a very im- 
portant circumstance, for by it, you can de- 
termine whether tornadoes which 
destroyed places that lie near to 
each other, were the same _ ones. 
As nearly as I can estimate at present, there 
were at least fifteen distinct tornadoes en- 
gaged in the destruction which is reported 
from all parts of the country. You know, 
for instance, that the ustal distance a _ tor- 
nado travels is only from eight to ten miles. 
Some of them have traveled as much as forty 
or fifty miles, but the distance I gave you is 
the usual one. Forinstance, the storm at 
Bergen, just south of Hermann, 
Mo., occurred at 7 Pp om, and 
at Jonesburg, Mo., at 9:30 p.m. 
That shows they were seperate and distinct. 
In the same way l came to the conclusion 
that the storm all through LUlinvis was but 
part of the big blow, which was heaviest 
<a ee ten o’clock on Friday evening, I 
think.”’ 

Pg St. Louis likely to be visited by a tor- 
nado.”’ 

“Yes, sir; just as likely as anv place else. 
There is no reason why it should not, if the 
necessary atmospheric conditions occur.” 

“And about the damage?” 

‘“Lhere is this avbouta big city. The tor- 
nado might strike the suburbs, du considera- 
ble damage there and pass over, the remain- 
ing portions with little damage. No tornado 
would throw down a solid block of buildings 
in the central portion of the city, forinstance. 
It could not do that. But it 
might wreak its vengeanee in the 
suburbs and then pass over the city, 
unroofing all the houses as it went along. 
You see, it is funnel-shaped, with the point 
of the funnel towards the ground. After it 
Strikes a solidly built city, and has done 
some damage, the furce of the lower part of 
the whiriing cone is spent for a while, while 
further up in the air the wind continues to 
spin, andin this way roofs of houses and 
chimnies would eatch it, and there would 
probably be great loss of life, caused by 
flying bricks, tanbers, ete. 1f a tornado 
should come in from the west, across this 
open space here,” and Prof. Nipher pointed 
out Washington avenue, “I bave not the 
slightest doubt that it would double up this 
University building just as though it were 
a pile of straw. butit could not continue 
to do so on down through the built up por- 
tion of the city, because the buildings are 
too solid, and because, as 1 explained, it 
would lose part of its force and would not 
form again, probably, until it passed over 
the city.” 

“Could not a tornado descend right over 
the business portion of the city and in that 
way do great injury ?”’ 

“It could, but it would searcely destroy 
whole bilecks, for the reason that it would 
soon loose its force, as | explained before. 
It might descend in the middie of the street 
and sweep along it. In fact, such things 
have happened.” 

“Is there any foundation for the belief 
that lake regions are exempt from these 
Visitations ?”’ 

‘‘Noné whatever. Nobody believes that, I 
suppose, except the people who live in and 
about such localities. There is no mystery 
at ail apout tornadoes. They are as easily 
accuunted for as any other natural phenom- 
enon. When a current of hot air rising from 
the surface, passes through a cooler at- 
mospheric current, you bave them formed 
nearly ali the time. Il have seen 
these whirls form several times to 
the height of several hundred feet. 
I followed one for a distance of two miles 
one day. it did not travel any faster than I 
could run, and Igkept right alongside it. if 
there had been anything to feed it, that is, if 
the whirl had encountered the right atmos- 
pheric conditions, viz., a strata of hot air, a 
terrible tornado might have been the result. 
{ traced the tornado that visited 
Marshiield back until | find a little whirl- 
ing cone which would almost overturn rails. 
It was properly fed, and you know the re- 
sult. The meeting of the two currents of 
air increases the velocity of the whirling 
motion to a terrible rate. 

‘*W hat is the size of the usual path of the 
tornado?” 

“Usually the path of devastation is not 
more that 400 or 500 fect wide. A mile 
would be a very large space. They 

usually travel about twenty-five to 
thirty miles an hour, although the rate 
is occasionally as high as sixty miles. 
The velocity of the wind in the funnel is, 
however, much greater, probably 700 or 800 
miles an hour. his is the power. which 
causes the tion. . Tornadoes can be 
plainly seen, because of the dirt and debris 
which they catch up ,

MR. C. SHALER SMITH 
was very busy when the reporter called upon 
him, but he courteously answered the ques- 
tions put to at mapeorn, his remarks by 
saving that tornadoes wey his pet subject. 

“Is there any reason“why this locality 
should be exempt from tornadoes?” asked 
the reporter. 

“None whatever. You know that in 1871 one 
swept over the southern part of the city, and 
did considerable damage in East St. Louis. 
In 1877, another visited St. Charles which is 
in our immediate neighborhood. It is only 
a question of time when we will have one, 
There isno reason why we should be eX- 
empt?’’ 

“Andis there reason to apprehend great 
damage ?” 

“It might do great injury in the suburbs, 
but it would not tear up a_big city, for the 
reason that solid blocks of buildings would 
break its force for a time. It. is just like 
the water whirling in.a wash-basin. You 
ean stop it by putting down your hand. 
Withdraw your hand and it begins to whirl 
again. Tiere is more danger to be appre- 
hended from a gale, a strong steady blow, In 
a city like this, than there is from a tor- 
nado,” 

SERGEANT J. H. WEBER, 
at the United States Signal Service Office 
said, ‘“Tornadoes may occur here just as fre- 
quently as anywhere else. In fact, the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri ape are the great- 
est places for them in the world. A tornado 
depends on certain atmospheric conditions, 
and wherever they occur, there you have the 
tornado. But the furces may be broken 
by the resistance of masses of buildings, 
and then little damage is done until the fun- 
nei forms again. ‘this is one reason whiy 
after a tornado wrecks a settlement there 1s 
frequently no trace to be found of it until 
you go several miles. ‘The newspapers talk 
of itas skipping such placeS, when,'in re- 
ality, the destructive cone has been broken 
for the time, and must form and sink again 
before further damage takes place. 
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THE CROPS. 


The Year's Yield will Fall Much Below 
that of 1882. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, May 21.—The Times to-day 
prints three pages of telegraph reports as to 
the condition of the crops. In its summary 
it says: Looking at the probabfe 
results of the harvest of 1883, the 
prospect is not as satisfactory as it was in the 
spring of 1882. We publish this morniug ac- 
curate reports from all the States and Terri- 
tories of the West and Southwest. From 129 
different points in these thirtv divisions 
careful men have gone forth, each one visit- 
ing from ten to fifty farming districts 
or centers of information and ascertained the 
actual state of the crops. The reports here 
given show the exact condition on Saturday 
of all the crops throughout the country. 
Many causes have combined to discourage 


the farmers. ‘The severity of the short win- 
ter and the alternate warm and cold weather 
of the spring have | 
RETARDED THE GROWTH 
or rotted the seed. Frequent rains have 
been in the way of replanting seed. High 
water and cyclones have done much injury 
in some sections.” There has been fewer in- 
sects than in former seasons. Within the 
last few days there has been promise of bet- 
ter weather and with it renewed work and 
efforts to recover lost ground. Wheat has 
suffered from winter-killiug, bad weather, 
and in some sections from the fly. Indiana 
promises only half and Illinois only gee 
quarters of last year’s crop. Missouri ld6ses 
nearly as much as Lilinois. Ohiois fifteen or 
twenty per cent short. Inthe other States 
east of the Mississippi and on its west 
bank the crop altogether will be about 
an average one. Other great wheat 
regions, Colorado, Kansas, Utah, Oregon, 
Washington and California, will give large 
crops and have a surplus to help to make up 
the loss further east, with the proviso that 
no disaster happens. Cvurn gives a_ better 
promise, but there is two weeks planting yet 
which has been delayed by the bad weather. 
The acreage has been increased nearly 
everywhere, some killed wheat fields being 
added to the corn area. With favorable 
weather henceforth, a crop equal at least to 
that of last yearisexpected. Small grains 
yromise well. oats especially. Only from 
Mississippi and North Carolina is injury re- 
ported, 

RYE AND BARLEY 
are in good condition and promise 
an average crop. Cvutton promises an aver- 
age crop. Itis yet very backward. ‘Tbere 
is no increase in acreages, perhaps a falling 
off, but the more extensive use of fertilizers 
is expected to make up the deficiency which 
might thus arise. ‘Tobacco makes a poor 
showing. In North Carolina and Tennessee 
the bugs have destroyed the plants, and 
other gStates promise little more than an 
average crop. Florida and Louisiana have a 
slight increase in sugar cane area and expect 
an average crop. Rice promises an average 
crop. A noticeable feature in the "South is 
the growing proportions of the truck market 
industry whic in Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama is becoming quite large, in 
supplying fresh vegetables to the Northern 
markets. Florida expects to have 80 per cent 
more acreage than last vear. ‘There appears 
to be little danger of disaster to the potato 
crop. 

The great cattle herds of the West went 
through the winter well, with small loss. 
Wyoming alone will send 200,000 head to 
market this year. Wyoming lost, however, 
25 per cent of its sheep during the winter. 

CALIFORNIA 

reports a heavy wool clip. In Missouri the 
winter killing and drouth have diminished 
the probable wheat yield, and reports va- 
riously place it at 50 to 80 per cent of last 
vear’s yield. Grass promises to be 
abundant. Ohio will hardly = give 
more than sixty or eighty per cent of last 
year’s crop. Corn planting has been retarded 
xy the wet weather and bad seel. Oats 
promise weil. Grass is in fine condition, and 
fruits, except peaches, are doing well,

They are here giving exhibitions, and are 
under engagement to Manager J. E. Sackett 
for a number of weeks. Three of the braves 
are genuine Apaches who have been raised 
amidst the civilizing influences that sur- 
round the Navajoes, and the remainder be- 
long to the latter tribe, and came from the 
the villages in the immediate vicinity 
of the San Carlos Agency, whence Chief 
Juh and his band went forth on the 
warpath. Capt. J. E. McClelland, a scout 
and plainsman of three years’ experience, 
nearly related to Gen. Geo. B. MeClellan, 
and claiming the distinction of having had 
Daniel Boone for a grand-uncle, is taking 
eare of the savages, and when a Posr- 
DisPATCH reporter visited them this morn- 
ing, acted as interpreter. ‘The reporter’s 
mission was to interview Chief Waitema, 
who was personally acquainted with the 
Apache Chief, now prominent in the Indian 
war-going on in the Luna Madre. 

WAITEMA 

is a tall, lithe and noble-looking red man, the 
perfect type ofa frontier warrior. He is about 
thirty years old and is distinguished in his 
nation as an orator, poet and composer of 
the musie peculiar to the unimusical Indian. 
When the newspaper man saw him this 
morning he was sitting on the side of a bed, 
in a tlowered calico shirt, white trousers and 
buekskin leggings, having the neeessary 
ituresque decorations upon them in_ the 
bright colors tor which the Navajoes have 
a world-wide reputation, His features, of 
the Italiangmould, were set in a frame of long 
black hair and his dark eyes danced brightly, 
as he split a pack of cards in two and shutf- 
fled them together as dexterously 
us the most expert poker player 
might be -expectedto do. His braves 
were around him, sitting or lying upon beds, 
and the beautiful Tsa Suh, a young Indian 
maiden, Was at the window sewing a button 
on the cuff of a shirt belonging to a good- 
looking red youth. One old warrior was en- 
gaged in making bead-work and his squaw 
was near at hand assisting him in this 
tedious business. This old couple havea 
son at the military school at Carlisle, Penn., 
and joined the band simply In the hope of 
being able by this means to get to see their 
boy. Pe : . 

“Tam notan Apache myself,” said Chief 
Waitema, “but a Laguna. * * peo- 
ple and the Apaches are not friends. 
There,”’ pointing to a handsome

-ombination of coloured buckskin and bright 
metal ‘ig a saddle and bridle-bit captured 
by my father many years ago from an Apache 
Chief he killed. ‘The trophy is kept in the 
family, and I prize it very highly. Some of 
my braves you see here have frequently gone 
with Gov. Pratt, the white Chief of the Nay- 
ajoes, on raids against 
THE AP, ‘ P 

who are dirty, mean, thieving and murder- 
worsen The three Apaches with me 
are ashamed to have it known that they be- 
long to that tribe. They are, like myself, 
baptized in the Catholic faith, and have 
nothing but the friendliest feelings for the 
white man and forall Indians, except the 
Apaches,” 

“You knew the Apache Chief,” the re- 

porter suggested. 
«There are many Chiefs amongg the 
Apaches, just as there are in other nations,” 
said Waiteman.- ‘rhe one now fighting for 
his rights is Juan (Hwan). The newspapers 
have got his name wrong. He isa great 
warrior and has a following of six or eight 
hundred braves. Ido not think he is reeds 
five years old; but he isa magnificent-look- 
ing man, and as brave as any that ever took 
the field.”’ : 

“What tis 
trouble?” . 

‘It began eight or ten months ago, when a 
drunken settler abused the men and woman 
at the San Carlos agency. It isthe old story 
of all Indian troubles of late years. New 
Mexico and Arizona are over-run with mi- 
ners, cow-boys and others who think the 
savages their legitimate prey. They get 
drunk, goin the reservations, beat the men 
sometimes to death and debauch the squaws. 
Eight or ten braves, who find themselves di- 
rectly injured by these assaults, will get to- 
getherand kill the first whites they meet. 
Further trouble arises and then the band of 
maybe fifty or five hundred assemble and 
take the war-path. The white man 
is invariabiy to blame for these uprisings. 
If the Indian is let alone he will harm no- 
body. Drunken cowboys and drunken 
miners are responsible for all the blood shed 
in our section of the country for many, many 
years.” 

**Have you any ideaof Chief Juan’s where- 
abouts now ?”’ 

“No. But I suppose he is in the moun- 
tains at the headwaters of the Sonora or 
Yucca Rivers, where Chief Victoria and his 
band took refuge two years ago.” . 

CROOK’S CHANCES, 

“Do you think there is any danger of Gen. 
Crook’s command being aunthilated ?” 

“Not any. This War will be a repetition 
in its result of the war which resulted in 
the extermination of Victoria and his band. 
Any person acquainted with the Indian 
methods of warfare will readily understand 
this. This country in which they are now 
fighting, or rather the chase is going on, Is 
made up of mountains and _ long 
stretches of desert. You will find in one 
place a mountain fifteen or twenty 
miles long. andthe. will come from 40 to 60 
or 70 wiles,of alkali plain. The Apaches, 
who .knew all about the passes and fast- 
nesses ef these mountains and can get their 
ponies, over the summits quicker than the 
soldiers, .will fight.on one side of the moun- 
tain unti<driven to the other, and, when the 
soldiers force them from this position, will 
ride across the desert to the next mountain. 
It is only &Aquestion of time and endurance 
when the Whole band will be killed off. *I du 
not thik Juaieias 500 warriors, whites and 
all, wis he now,” 

“Witat -dd- you mean by whites? Has 


Chief Juan any whites in his band?’ 

Waitema iaughed heartily and made some 
remarks in Spanish thats caused the other 
Indians in the room to manifest not a little 
merrinent. 

“Juan has many whites and Mexicans 
among his warriors. You seemed surprised. 
This, owever, Is well-known to all our peo- 
ple. We have whites intermarrted with 
the Navajoes. Our Goveruor Pratt is married 
to one of our Women, and two young whites 
named Mermon also have squaws_ for 
wives, and all three families have 
children. The Apaches have

and worse Mexicans mixed with their race. 
Some of the white men, dressed in civilians’ 
ciothes, have been found spying around the 
settiements, and even in Tucson, their mis- 
sion being to carry information to the tribe, 
Whose whole idea of life is plunder.

DRUNK AND DISAGREEABLE. 


Evidence of a Lady Touching the Late 
Rev. D. Eglinton Barr. 


in the Barr will contest the deposition of 
Mrs. Letitia J. Bowman was filed to-day, 
The lady states that she knew both the Rey. 
Dr. D. Eglinton Barr and Mrs. Barr, and re- 
sided with them from 1862 to 1865, in Louisi- 
ana. The Doctor was poor. If he had any 
money the witness never heard of it. Mrs. 
Barr was an only child, and 
considered to be worth $30,000 
or $40,000. She was well educated 


and moved inthe best society. The doctor 
drank habitually, and under the influence of 
liquor he was cruel to his wife. He beat her 
unmercifully With his fist and with a board, 
and the witness saw him draw a pistol on 
her. She had to take refuge in the night te 
save her life. To outsiders he was a polite 
and fadsdnating man. His wife ioved 
him, apparently, with all his unkindness, 
and she was always the first to make peace 
after his cruel treatment. Hewas drunk 
and disagreeable. Mrs. Barr said that she 
needed money and that he had taken thirty 
bales of her cotton, and he told her defiantly 
to go to Gen, Auger and get her thirty bales. 
He admitted, in the presence of witness, that 
he had taken and sold it. The cotton 
was taken before the battle of Baton Rouge 
in 1862. Mrs. Barr showed witness where 
she had hidden the cotton to keep it from be. 
ing burned, and told her that Dr. Barr had 
come out with the Federal wagons that took 
otf the cotton. He sold the brick tomb in 
which the remains of Mr. 
Williams, the first husband of 
Mrs. Barr, had been temporarily 
deposited, and refused to give the money to 
Mrs. Barr, and told her to scratch around 
the bricks; may be she would find it. He 
contributed nothing to the support of the 
family. Mrs: Barr had to give him her 
watch and jewelry to get supplies after the 
battle of Baton Rouge. Mrs. Barr supported 
herself by her own exertions, selling things 
off her own place to educate their daughter, 
and she mortgaged the place and lost it, and 
the daughter is now teaching school for a 
living.

CATTLE—But little can be said respecting this 
market. Buyers, and especially local butchers 
and dealers generally, were ape in good num- 
bers to supply themselves, but owing to the ex- 
ceedingly limited supply quite a number of them 
were obliged to restrict their purchases.

The first Merchants’ Exchange in 
the United States was  organiz in 
New York City in 1770; its charter was 
granted by King George {ll. before the era 
of our National Independence. About the 
same time similar organizations were estab- 
lished in Philadelphia and Boston. The first 
Chamber of Commerce in St. Louis was 
organized in 1836. Edward ‘Tracy was the 
first president and Henry Von Pnhul, the 
oldest wholesale grocer in the _ city, 
was the first vice-president. Way- 
man Crow was the next President; 
he is yet alive, engaged ye | in the dry 
goods business; there is no one in St. Louis 
whois not proud todo honor, to render 
homage, to Wayman Crow. Not until the 
ast thirty-five years was the Chamber of 
Jjommerce organized into a trade organiza- 
tion, but since that time if a man in the 
wholesale business was not a member of the 
Exchange he was almost considered out of 
trade. The idea of an Exchange is to 
enable merchants to meet together 
for an hour or two hours every day for the 
transaction of their business. ‘This is the 
custom the world over, and this thought it 
was that suggested the idea of meeting here 
in this manner.

whatelse. Someof the cigars made with 
these adulterants have nearly upset me 
when I smoked them. Why don’t smokers 
demand a pure article, made of the good old 
Pensylvania stock, such as we get from Key 
West for solid Havana? They might enjoy 
a decent smoke and not have to take the 
sickening stuff filled up with licorice and 
rum, which will tempt a man to chew one- 
half while he is smoking the other, in this 
way getting the full benefit of all the nic- 
otine that collects in the end of the cigar.” 

SHIPPING TOBACCO TO KEY WEST, 

“Why do you say Pensylvania stock made 
at Key West?” 

‘Simply because most-of the Key West 
cigars are made of Pensylvania stock, ship- 

ed to Key West and shipped back after be- 
ing made up. Pure Pensylvania ‘wrapper,’ 
‘filler, and ‘binder’ make as fine and strong 
cigars as any one could wish, and no ten 
cent Key West is any better. In fact, large 
ern a of Pennsyivania, Connecticut and 

irginia tobacco are sent regularly to Key 
West and the cigars come back as ‘pnre 
Havana.’ Beeause Key West is not far 
from Cuba some folks imagine that Key 
West cigars are Havana.”’

A CHINESE CUSTOM. 


Condoling With the Consul-General on 
the Death of His Mother. 


San Francisco Call. 


On the tenth day of the First Moon, ac- 
cording to the Chinese method of dividing 
time, oron the 16th of February last, the 
mother of Consul-General to the United 
States, Huang Thun Hsing, died in the pro- 
vince of Kwanzsai aftera lingering illness. 
The lady being of prominence, the wife of a 
Chinese civil official, and mother of the Con- 
sul-General, she had first conferred upon her 
by the Chinese Government the distinction 
ofthe fifth rank, and at the time of her 
death, aged fifty-six, she had been advanced 
to the third rank. The Consul-General here 
about two weeks ago received official notice 
of the sad event, and, according to the 
Chinese custom, thatofticial immediately for- 
warded to all prominers Chinamen on the 
coast the intelligence, and _ yesterday 
at the Chinese consulate, at 917 Clay street, 
a great many of the prominent Chinese 
called to condole with the sorrowing son. 
For two days previous these callers had been 
sending in presents of food of various de- 
scriptions, and elegant banners, some eight 
or ten feet long’and three or four feet wide, 
made of silk, satinand rich cloths. Upon 
these were inscribed in silk, gold and silver 
the name of the deceased, her rank and eulo- 
gizing her, the names of the donors, and con- 
cluding with the quotation, **May her virtues 
be everlasting.”’ [These banners were numer- 
ous and covered nearly every inch of the 
consulate walls, while the food, gotten up in 
not only an atrractive style, but in an artis- 
tic manner, o@cupied a great deal of the space 
in the large building. All of the callers, 
dressed semi-mourning, including long, blue 
linen coats, bound around the waist witha 
band of white, were received at the door by 
Vice-Consul Tsang Hoy, assisted by the at- 
taches ot the consulate, and, after a ceremo- 
nious greeting in the parlors, they were 
ushered into the presence of the Consul- 
Generalin an upper chamber, where, after 
profuse bowing and offeringsof sympa- 
thy, a few words were exchanged and the 
party conducted out to give place to the 
new-comers. In an adjoining room was a 
large table laden with fruit, nuts and a va- 
riety of food; also a casket containing burn- 
ing sandal wood, while scented candles burn- 
ing here and there enabled one to see in the 
rear, ona white background, an inscription 
of the deceased’s name, rank, age, date of 
death, anda Lage cane ge allusion to her, 
to which was attached the signature of a 
high official representing .the head of the 
Chinese Government. In front of this table, 
or altar as it may be termed, were numerous 
cushions upon which each of the callers 
kneeled for a few moments, while apparently 
engaged in euppeiention. On the street 
the unusual sight of so many visitors to the 
consulate, and the mourning emblems about 
the door, surmounted by an artistic design 
conveying intelligence of death in the Ligher 
ranks, attracted to the spot a multitude of 
Chinamen from the lower ranks and a num- 
ber of white people, and it required the ser- 
vices of two policemen to keep the thorough- 
oughfare clear. These exercises will con- 
tinue for two days, commencing at eleven 
o’clock in the morning. On Tuesday the 
pubiic Will be permitted toenter the con- 
sulate to see the presents given the Consul- 
General.

Men come into a store and ask for a wmiid 
cigar. Give them a light-colored cigar and 
they go away satisfied, though it maybe 
strong enough to knock downa horse. But 
the wrapper is light and the smoker’s im- 
agination does the rest.” 
DYEING AND PAINTING. 

“The demand for dark’’ wrappers brought 
the ‘resweating’ process into use. ‘This 
makes tobacco as nearly rotten asit can well 
be made without destroying it entirely. Here 
more drugs come into play. Among these 
are ammonia, vinegarand sourred wine. 
A solution of boiled tobacco stems is also 
used. The leaves are dipped into this solu- 
tion and putinto a room where they are 
cooked by steam until they are black enough 
to make wrappers to suit the tastes of those 
who are looking for strong cigars. Many 
other drugs are used, but with all this the 
cigars will not all be dark enough, so it is 
necessary to adopt another means, and the 
worst af all, that is dyeing and painting.” 

‘“Painting?’" asked the writer, in amaze- 
ment. 

**Let me show you whatI mean.” And the 
cigar man took an innocent-looking, dark, 
glossy cigar from a box and lifted the wrap- 
per with his penknife. Under the lap of the 
wrapper and on the‘inside the cvlor was 
several shades lighterthan that shown on 
the outside of the cigar. Then wetting the 
end of his finger he rubbed it over the wrap- 
per. Theresult was that the end of his 
finger assumed the color of the cigar. “Of 
all the nastiness practiced by the trade this is 
the worst, as the mostof these paints give 
the smoker asore mouth from the strong 
alkalis necessary to overcome the oil in the 
tgbacco. A large amountof sodaand am- 
moniais used tocut theoil. For coloring 
they take extract of logwecod, nutgalls; alum 
fora mordant, sugar or gum arabic for a 
varnish, and probably fifty more ingredients, 
all more or less injurious to health. ‘To-day 
cigars are notonly dyed and painted, but 
several machines have already been patented 
todo the work. One machine consists of 
two boards. One is covered with sponge 
and the other with canvas. The sponge is 
saturated with the ecoloring liquid and the 
cigars placed on the canvas-covered board. 
Then they are rolled between the two until 
they are covered with the dye-stuff, when 
they are rolHed between two cloth-covered 
boards to remove the surplus, after which 
thev are allowed todry. ‘They are then full- 
fledged solid Havana. 

The reporter broke open the painted fraud 
and there was a handful of short, damp 
shreds of strong-smelling tobacco, a couple of 
little sprigs of which were genuine Havana, 
and a lot of powdered substance. The latter 
was licorice powder. The whole bunch form- 
ed a ten-cent “‘Havana.”

DOGS OF THIBET. 


The Prince of Wales Secures Two of 
These Rare Animals. 
From the London Times. 


Itis a century since Warren Hastings, 
whose predilection for rare animals and de- 
sire to acclimatize them served to occupy 
and amuse the leisure of his Jatter years, en- 
deayored in vain to obtain specimens of the 
far-famed dog of Thibet, and we are not 
aware that any other person has been subse- 
quently more successful in introducing a 
breed into this country. Owing, however, 
to the kindness of Count Szechenyi, a Hun- 
garian nobieman, an account of whose inter- 
esting travels in the far East was published 
some two years ago, the Prince of Wales has 
become the possessor of a male and female 
of the race, and will probably, with his 
wonted liberality, afferd the public an op- 
portunity of seeing them in Regent’s Park 
during the ensuing season. CountSzechenyi 
had heard so many reports in China—where, 
however, they are almost as_ great 
strangers as with us—of the size and 
beauty of these dogs that he was 
very anxious to become personally acquaint- 
ed with them, and on the first opportunity 
which presented itself at Batang, the fron- 
tier town of China, on the route to Lassa, he 
purchased three, at a very cunsiderable 
price, it is understood. He found that they 
were fully deserving of their reputation in 
looks, courage and sagacity. In some re- 
spects they are said to resemble the hand- 
somest specimens of the Newfoundland 
breed, but have a head very much larger, to 
which, moreover, an air of imposing dignity, 
if not fierceness, is added by a thick, shaggy 
mane, which grows forward so as to encircle 
the fuce like a frill. Their formidable aspect 
is still further enhanced in their native 
mountains by artificial means, for the shep- 
herds and herdsmen who employ and are 
very proud of these useful vet dreaded an- 
imals often fasten round their necks boa-like 
wreaths made of the bristly hair of the yak 
and painted red, a species of decoration 
which gives them a stili more leonine ap- 

earance than that which thoy owe to nature. 

ndeed, some drawings we have seen of them 
stronzly recall to mind the king of beasts as 
imaged in the heraldic devices—e. g., in the 
arms of the Duke of Argyll. The color of 
their coats varies from biack to light brown, 
the former predominating. The people of 
Thibet find them invaluable either to guard 
their Hocks or as house watch dogs. In the 
latter capacity they display the utmosi 
fierceness and hostility tu intruders on their 
master’s property, and would be truly dan-

In 1565 Menendez, who is remembered as a 
tyrant, became the Adelantado or Gover- 
nor of Florida. Don Manuel de Calvedos, 
Grand Master ofaholy order of Spain, 
loved Inez de Castro, one of the 
most beautiful of the ladies of the Court o 
Philip Ll. of Spain. He secretly married 
her, though the act wasin violation of his 
vows. He was condemned, but the Queen 
interested herself in the case, and the pair 
were made happy by being quietly exiled to 
Florida. As soon as his lady-love arrived 
Menendez determined to possess her, and 
olfered to desert his wife. ee indignantly 
refused his solicitations, anil he confined her 
ina dungeon of the fort, hoping to subdue 
her. ‘Tinie and again he went to her 
dungeon, but at last in the chapel casemate, 
which is still there in the fort, she finally 
refused and defied him. The fair Inez was 
now cast into the deepest dungeon, a 
gloomy place, as old Sergeant Maguire 
points it out, and, hoping to win the lady in 
another way, Menendez seut Don Manuel to 
her, believing that his love would cause him 
to advise the lady to relent, in order to es- 
cape such a horrid dungeon. Don Manuel, 
however, determined to use the opportunity 
to restore his ioved Inez to liberty. Inciting 
the Indians, who hated Menendez, a strong 
party entered the fort, and Don Manuel, 
seizing Inez in his arms, carried her Jo the 
parapet, and throwing her in the water in 
the moat plunged in and swam with her 
amid a shower ol arrows to the north side of 
the fort and finally escaped to the woods. 
The couple were tracked by bloodhounds, and 
on being captured were placed in two small 
iron cages four or five feet apart, which 
were chained to the walls of the inmost 
dungeon, and left to die. In 1835 an army 
ofticer discovered an opening toa new dun- 
geon in the fort. He tore away some mortar 
and Coquina stone and found a room twelve 
feet square. Pursuing his investigations, he 
discovered two iron cages and the bones of 
amanand woman. UOneof the cages was 
almost destroyed by time. The other, it is 
said, isin the Smithsonian Institute, with 
the bones that were found, but this is prob- 
ably not true. ‘The story of the Lady Inez 
and Don Manuel may bea fiction, but two 
cages and the human bones were undoubted- 
ly found. The dungeon in which the two 
were discovered is reached through the case- 
mate and two.dark and dismal cells. As old 
Sergeant Maguire’s torch lit up the dark and 
noisome place the suggestion of the suffer- 
ings of the Sag mortals who ended their 
lives so horribly was overwhelming. Presi- 
dent Arthur examined the dungeon closely, 
and was greatly interested in the Sergeant’s 
story. 

THE CHIEF WILD CAT AND OSCEOLA. 

The stories of the old S ergeant in refer- 
ence to the Seminole Indians, Wild Cat and 
Osceola, are interesting and romantic. Presi- 
dent Arthur sat in the sally-port of the old 
fort, smeking quietiy, with an incredulous 
look on his face, as Sergeant Maguire, with 
quaint brogue and husky voice, told his 
weird yarn of these famous sons of the 
forest. Wild Cat was a shrewd chief of one 
of the Seminole tribes, who kept aloof from 
the war’ which was pushed by Osceola, a 
brave warrior, ana successful from the 
Indian’s point of view, for he am- 
bushed Major Dade and his command, 
and for seven years defied the militar 
forces of the United States. t 
was considered good poner by our Gov- 
ernment to conciliate Wild Cat, and to this 
end Gen. Hernandez, the commander of the 
post of St. Augustine, was ordered to show 
him favors. The General despised the Ind- 
ian, who grew ugly and defiant under the 
good treatment he received. His boldness at 
last became curlous and romantic. He de- 
manded for his chief squaw the young and 
beautiful daughter of Gen. Hernandez, a 
girl of that magnificent type of Spanish 
beauty which is still,to be seen in St. Augus- 
tine, and which attracted even President 
Arthur’s attention during his stay there. 
The old soldier had no idea of giv- 
ing his daughter in marriage to the 
Indian, but a_ refusal would have 
spoiled plans which he was too good a sol- 
dier toendanger. Consequently, he allowed 
Wild Cat to press his suit, and Miss Her- 
nandez was taken into the secret. Ina few 
months, however, Wild Cat openly joined 
Osceola, and there was no longer need to 
keep up aruse which must have been very 
unpleasant for the yonng lady. Wild Cat 
was afterward taken prisoner, and, on being 
confined in one of the casemat's of the fort, 
starved himself so as to get through the nar- 
row aperture between the bars of his cell. 
He was recaptured, and long after the war 
wasjreleased. Curiously enough, he attended 
the wedding of Miss Hernandez, whvu mar- 
ried an army _ officer, and picked 
up the 4 wore, ring, which be 

ro d uring ie ceremony, Lic 
p< tee lA grace, handed it to the bride. 
Osceola was not so fortunate as his brother 
chief. He, too, was confined in the fort, but 
he was stricken witha painful and incura- 
ble disease, and died while in confinement, 
brave and detiant to the last. During his 
imprisonment his two wives were allowed & 
live with him, and a very sorrowlul time 
they had during the weary years of dungeon 
lite. A curious fact about Osceola Was that 
during his last days he became very tiorose 
aud would not speak to white men and wo- 
men, but he was very kind to the chiidren 
spout the fort, who grew to love him very 


much.

and penal measures for the suppression of 
agitations dangerous to the state, but that 
we must try to introduce reforms exercising 
healing or at least mitigating influences. 
Thankful for the unanimous sup- 
port-of our exalted confederates, and for the 
devoted labor of our officials, we have seen 
in the way of imperial legislation the com- 
mencement of the work of reform so far ad- 
vanced, that at the begining of the present 
session it was possible to lay the Accident 
Insurance Bill before the Reichstag in a new 
form, reshaped in accordance with previous 
negotiations, and completed by a bill for the 
reorganization of the Workmen’s Sick Fund. 
Ever since then we have followed the 
work of the Reichstag on _ these pro- 
posals with special attention, and 
have willingly lent a hand to facilitate 
the work as far as possible, it being 
our wish and confident hope that this session 
of the Reichstag should not end without the 
passing of *these bills. We also recognized 
with satisfaction that the serious work done 
by the Reichs in the matter of the Sick 
und Bill had already advanced this part of 
its task so far that the fulfilment of our ex- 
pectations could scarcely be any longer in 
doubt. We observe, however, with appre- 
hension that the more important Accident 
Insurance Bill has not yet made any further 
advance. Hence, its early passing is not to 
be calculated on with the same certainty. 
If this bili should not now be passed, the 
hope that the further bills for the relief of 
the aged and invalided workmen could be 
passed next session must be entirely dis- 
missed if the deliberations on the Imperial 
budget of 1884-’85 should also claim the time 
and attention of the Reichstag during the 
winter session. We have, therefore, thought 
it necessary to request the consent of the 
Confederate Governments to allow the pro- 
posals of the budget of 1884-85 to be now 
laid again before the Reichstag. Because, if 
the Accident Insurance Bill,as is to be feared, 
can not be dealt with and passed in the pres- 
ent spring session of the Reichstag, yet by 
the previous consideration of next year’s 
budget, the House, for the winter session at 
any rate, will gain that freedom from other 
undelayable business, which is necessary to 
carrying through practical social-political re- 
forms. Time is wanted for this purpose. 
Our Imperial duties require us to leave no 
means within our power untried to improve 
the situation of workmen and the peace of 
different classes of the population, so long 
as God give us respite. ‘Therefore, will we 
again by this, our Message, trustfully call 
upon the deep and approved loyalty of the 
Reichstag to the Emperor and Empire espec- 
ially to lay to heart the speedy discharge of 
the important bills herein specified. Given 
on the 14th of April, 1883.

A Roman Pageant. 
From the New York Herald. 


The tournament in the Villa Borghese of 
Rome in honor of the marriage of the Duke 
of Genoa was an interesting spectacle. It 
will be remembered that the Piazza di Scena, 
which was planned for pageants of this 
kind, and where many have been given since 
tne days of Pope Paul V., has exactly the 
outline of an ancient Romancircus. The 
seats which had been erected along the sides 
and semi-circular ends were filled with about 
thirteen thousand spectators. In the royal 
pavilion, on the middle of one side, hung 
with crimson velvet and -decorated with 
flowers, were the King and Queen, the bride 
and bridegroom, the Duke of Aosta and 
Prince Arnulph of Bavaria, with their 
respective suites. On their right was 
a pavilion for the foreign ambassadors 
asd envoys, and on their left others 
for their families and for the Cabinet Minis- 
ters. The cavaliers, all young Italian no- 
bles and cavalry officers, divided into four 
squadrons of thirty-four riders each, two 
representing Bavarians and two Italians, 
were mounted on richly caparisoned thor- 
oughbred horses and wore handsome six- 
teenth century costumes of gay colors, with 
plumed hats. They rode into the lists pre- 
ceded by the heraid, Prince Odeschalchi, 
trumpeters, standard bearers, and were led 
by the young Prince of Naples, who acquitted 
Slinaatl gailantly. The sports were vf the 
various kinds practiced at such pageants— 
since tilting went out with the use o1 armor, 
the Turk’s head, the hunt of the rose 
and the like. The men rode well, and the ey- 
olutions,especially those at a hard gallop and 
over hurdies, were admirably executed, and 
elicited loud bursts of applause. So gaya 
spectacle has not been ,witnessed in me 
for many years.

Nearly a Thousand People Witnessing 
Cock Fights—Over Twenty Contests Be- 
tween the Plucky Birds—Where was the Hu- 
mane Society?—The Post-Dispatch Ex- 
poses the Sporting Fraternity’s Mode of 
Passing the Sabbath. 


**The Humane Society agents will not be 
on hand to-morrow,” said a prominent sport 
to a Post-DIsPATcH reporter, who dropped 
into Tom Allen’s saloon Saturday night, 
and a good day’s sport will he hadat the 
main, which takes place to-morrow morning 
without fail.” The cock fight- 
ers of St. Louis and vicinity 
have for the last twomonths made extensive 
preparations for a occking main ona large 
scale which was to have taken place a week 


outon the St.Charles rock road, but on account 
of the sickness of one of the most interested 
parties the main was postponed for a week. 


Some ot the parties who had cocks in train- 
ing for two weeks previous objected to the 
postponement on the ground that longer 
gonulinement would injure their fighting con- 
ditions, so they agreed among theinselves to 
get off a few of the contests last Sun- 
day, and for that purpose. repaired 
to a lane behind Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. A fair crowd assembled but the 
affair became so thoroughly advertised that 
the Humane Society swooped down upon the 
sports just as the cock which Roger Woods 
had pitted for $15 against a bird owned, and 
backed by Henry ‘Tedford, was about dying. 
‘The interruption was fortunate for Woods, as 
he hurried his bird into a sack and saved his 
stakes, his bird dying just as Holmes and 
five policemen appeared upon the scene and 
brought the sport for that day to an end. 
“You see,”’ continued the sport, “a certain 
Class of cock-fighters in this town can 
Kive a main whenever they feel like it. 
hey can advertise it for two weeks till 
every one knows it, but not one of their 
gatherings were ever interrupted by the 
Vigilant officers of the Humane Society.

Jerome, 
Bill Gardenbolt and George Grassmuek 
tried to pull even from the first fight on this 
contest, and backed Tedford’s cock for all 
they could get. The fight was the hardest 
fought of the whole day, the birds meeting 
over twenty times before Slattery’ sgock suc- 
cumbed, having fought five minuWs after 
both eyes were knocked out. About $300 
changed hands on the battle. 

THE NEXT FIGHT 
was between Frank Sible and Bill Nobles, 
but was devoid of interest, Noble’s bird 
being killed in the first fly. 

THE FOURTH MEETING 

was looked forward to with much interest,as 
Jerome was offering odds of two to one that 
his Dominic would kill his opponent from 
Dry Hill.
